T. COLEMAN ANDREWS, who serv ed 
as Un ited States commission er of in tern al 
rev en ue d urin g the first three years of the 
Eisen hower ad min istration , says there are 
300 repeal-the-in come tax organ ization s in 
the coun try an d he plan s to get together 
with their lead ers. Why? B e c a u s e he 
shares the belief the fed eral in come tax 
laws he ad min istered so lon g should be 
abolished . 
An d rews d oesn 't say whether he might 
spearhead a con certed mov emen t to abol­ 
ish tile in come tax if the v arious organ iza­ 
tion s could be un ited but he d oes say he 
has n o thought of startin g a third political 
party. 
While he would abolish the in come tax 
laws as they are n ow. the former commis­ 
sion er is n ot d reamin g about a tax-free 
utopia. He believ es that the in come tax 
laws as they stan d threaten to wipe out 
the mid d le in come 
($ 3,000 to $ 50,000 a 
year) group of taxpayers. An d he poin ts 
out that the gov ern men t can an d d oes in 
some cases take as much as 91 per cen t of 
a m an 's earn in gs. 
An d rews believ es Con gress should work 
out a less pain ful system of raisin g mon ey 
it requires. He has id eas of how it could 
be d on e but says he isn 't read y to d isclose 
them. 
An d rews is callin g upon Con gress to d o 
a job that looms big. But the possibility of 
d oin g it seems plausible because he has 
had reason to thin k d eeply upon the n a­ 
tion 's tax laws. He has had experien ce in 
ad min isterin g them. The public will be 
waitin g to hear more on what he has in 
min d .

These Days 


In his speech before the 20th Con gress of 
the CPSU, Nikita Khrushchev reached the 
thoroughly Marxist con clusion that the in ­ 
ev itable con flict within the capitalist world 
is between Great Britain an d the Un ited 
States. In the theory of Marxism, capital­ 
ism con tain s the seed s for its own d estruc­ 
tion an d on e of the most explosiv e seed s is 
the competition amon g these coun tries. 
In World War I an d World War II, the 
Marxists believ ed that they saw* this prin ­ 
ciple at work, an d when Len in foun d ed the 
first Marxist gov ern men t, Sov iet Russia, 
he postulated the success of his en terprise 
on the historic in ev itability of the capital­ 
ist coun tries d estroyin g each other. 
Thus Khrushchev said at the 20th Con ­ 
gress of the C P S U ; 
“ As before, the main con flict is that be­ 
tween the Un ited States an d Great Britain . 
An glo-American an tagon ism em braces a 
wid e ran ge of question s. Un d er the ‘Atlan ­ 
tic cooperation slogan , the tran s-Atlan tic 
competitors 
are grabbin g the prin cipal 
strategic an d econ omic position s of the 
British Empire: they are workin g to obtain 
a footin g on the imperial lin es of com m u­ 
n ication s, smother the system of preferen ­ 
tial tariffs, an d get con trol of the sterlin g 
area. 
“ It is n ot surprisin g, therefore, that in 
Britain , an d in Fran ce too, there is a grow­ 
in g d esire to put an en d to the situation in 
which ‘Atlan tic cooperation * is of ad v an ­ 
tage on ly to on e partn er.” 
He then wen t on to speak of West Ger­ 
m an y's rev iv al of e c o n o rn ic power: 
‘. . .The experien ce of two world wars 
shows that, in their struggle for m arkets, 
the G erm an mon opolies will stop at n oth­ 
in g. . 
Then he %n d s this section of his speech 
with the paragraph: 
“ The problem of m arkets is becomin g all 
the more acute because the fron tiers of the 
capitalist world market are in creasin gly 
con tractin g as a result of the formation of 
the n ew' an d growin g socialist w’orld m a r ­ 
ket. Besid es, the un d erd ev eloped coun tries, 
on castin g off the colon ial yoke, begin the 
d ev elopmen t of their own in d ustry w'hich 
in ev itably lead s to a further n arrowin g of 
m arkets for in d ustrial prod ucts. 
“ All this mean s that the struggle f o r 
markets an d spheres of in fluen ce will be­ 
come still sharper within the imperialist 
cam p.” 
The essen ce of this d octrin e is that the 
Un ited States an d Great Britain , in their 
struggle for markets, must kn ock 
e a c h 
other out, as two w ars kn ocked G erm an y 
out, an d as World War ll kn ocked out 
Japan an d Hollan d as imperialist powers. 
It apparen tly 
is 
the 
expectation 
of 
Khruschchev an d his colleagues that Great 
Britain will resen t the American success in 
former British m arkets an d will take steps 
to un d ermin e the Un ited States, or will join 
with Sov iet Russia again st the U n i t e d 
States, 
The error that Khrushchev makes is fun ­ 
d amen tal with Marxists. It would n ot occur 
to them that Great Britain an d the Un ited 
States could combin e in in d ustrial opera­ 
tion s as they hav e been d oin g by the ex­ 
port of capital from the Un ited States to 
Great Britain . 
The d ifferen ces between 
the two coun tries hav e been as much ov er 
method s of achiev in g the sam e objectiv es 
as ov er markets. 
From the stan d poin t of opposition to So­ 
v iet Russia. American support of an ti­ 
colon ialism m ay hav e stren gthen ed Russia 
an d weaken ed G reat Britain , but this 
is 
n ot yet a fact an d it is ev en possible that 
from the lon g v iew, British in d ustry will

Banks Scraping 


To Find Cash 


To loan Out 


Depositors Urged 
To Save More So 
Banks Can Lend More 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK IE — So many peo­ 
ple want to b orrow that hanks are 
haling troub le finding the money 
to lend And a drive is on to in­ 
duce Americans to spend less and 
save more, 
If they save more, the b anks 
will have the money to lend to 
b usiness to expand, to people to 
b uild homes, to governments to 
b uild schools and roads. 
Inducements nm all the way 
from appeals for greater thrift to 
the raising of interest payments 
to those who save. 
Telling 
Americans 
what 
they 
ought 
to do with 
their 
money 
doesn't necessarily work—in the 
past they've usually changed their 
spending or saving hab its of their 
own free ss. ill and in their own 
good time. 
But W. Randolph Burgess, under 
secretary of the Treasury, is try­ 
ing. He says: “ I think in the long 
run this country would make fast­ 
er progress if we sa\ed a little 
more and spent a little less.” 
His point: We must save first to 
b uild 
up 
productive 
capacity; 
otherwise, we ll try to expand too 
fast and just b id up prices on 
the material and lab or we have, 
and thus pull the dollar’s b uying 
power another notch or two lower. 
The other inducement, the ris­ 
ing interest rates paid to savers, 
may work 
more effectively. 
It 
costs more now to b orrow. It pays 
n little more now' to save. 
Bankers say, however, that this 
trend hasn’t changed things much 
yet. The demand for loans seems 
as high as ever. And the volume 
of savings so far this year is b e­ 
low that of the same period a year 
ago. 
People are still saving. And the 
total volume of saving continues 
to rise. But the percentage of per­ 
sonal incomes after taxes that are 
getting into the various forms of 
saving is smaller now than a year 
ago. 
Last year, in spite of the b ig 
wave of spending and b orrowing, 
Americans added 17 b illion dollars 
to the total of their savings, and 
this is figured to have climb ed to 
238 b illion dollars. But that 17 b il­ 
lion represented just 6 5 per cent 
cf their income, while in former 
years they werp saving 8 per cent, 
and at a time when they had less 
money to spend or to save. 
And this year the rate of saving 
Is slipping b elow that of last year. 
The principal institutions for sav­ 
ings in this country are increas­ 
ing their totals, b ut the gain is 
noticeab ly smaller. 
One reason may b e that since 
people piled up such a large deb t 
last year, they are mainly occu­ 
pied right now' in making the regu­ 
lar payments needed to reduce it. 
The slower rate of savings is one 
reason — and prob ab ly just as ef­ 
fective a one as any taken b y the 
money managers — that money is 
tight now and interest rates rising.

month of May begins 
a 
cycle in which motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents show an unusual increase, 
according to Police Chief 
Elmer 
Merriman, 


“ Lots of these accidents 
can , 


be avoided if drivers take time 
to check their car and have it 
in the best possible condition, ” 
tie explained. 
I} 
Chief Merriman said that traf­ 
fic safety statistics show about IO 
percent of the accidents are trac­ 
ed to some mechanical failure. He 
noted that in areas where there are 
voluntary car safety inspections at 
least one out of every 
five ve­ 
hicles is in need of maintenance 
attention. 
One out of every 
13 
vehicles 
needed some service to the rear 
"'^ghts. One out of each 16 needed 
orake adjustments or repairs. Oth­ 
er frequent failures included: front 
lights, exhaust system, tires, steer­ 
ing, windshield wiper, glass, horn 
and rear view mirror.

“ FACH MOTORIST should 
see 
to it that he can see, steer and 
stop safely,” the chief said. “ To 
make sure of that, good mechan­ 
ics should go over the vehicle as 
%<K>n as possible. 
“ Brakes stop the 
wheels 
from 
turning and the tires stop the car. 
Bad brakes or smooth 
tires, 
or 
both, increase the distance that is 
required to stop at any s p e c d. 
Brakes should stop the car in 30 
feet at 20 miles per hour. If they 
do not, brakes should be looked at 
and tires should be inspected. Bald 
tires cannot grip the road.” 


Unless the motorist has a deb 


^ mite plan of regular checking it 


is easy for a lighting defect to 
go unnoticed in the Summer sea­ 
son, according to thief 
Merri­ 
man. Ile said that most of the 
drying is done during daylight 
hours. But, the 
wise 
motorist 


vill check all his lights at least 
every two weeks, he declared. 


“ Another member of the family 
or a service station man will be 
glad to check, the chief said. “ The 


lenses should be kept clean so that 
light is bright.” 
Nearly a seventh 
of the

traffic accidents involved only one 
car. A similar number 
of 
acci­ 
dents occurred when the vehicle 
left the road for some reason or 
other. A good share of these could 
have been averted had tires a n d 
steering mechanism been kept in 
proper condition and if the vehicle 
operated at such a speed that 
it 
was possible to 
avoid 
difficulty i 
i without leaving the road, C h i e f 
Merriman said. 


TH E CHIEF said that the rec­ 
ord indicates very clearly that * a 
safe driver in a safe car” is the 
best possible insurance against ap­ 
pearing in the traffic accident sta- * 
tistics. Although most folks w i l l 
have but May 30 for the observ- J 
ance of Memorial Day, the chief 
warns against too long a trip at 
that time. 
He reminded that IOO miles trav­ 
elled in three hours is pretty good 
in the heavy traffic that prevails 
on holidays. If at all possible plan 
your trip to avoid highways that 
pass amusements p a r k s , play­ 
grounds, he advised. 
These will probably open for the 
first time on Memorial Day, 
he 
noted. There will be quite a few- 
pedestrians in those areas 
an d 
those that must pass by on 
the 
highway should 
be exceptionally 
alert for those wjio are on foot, 
the chief added.

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Banks Scraping 


To Find Cash 


To Loan Out 


Depositors Urged 
To Save More So 
Bonks Can Lend More 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UP — So many peo­ 
ple want to borrow that banks are 
having trouble finding the money 
to lend And a drive is on to in­ 
duce Americans to spend less and 
save more. 
Tf they save more, the banks 
will have the money to lend to 
business to expand, to people to 
build homes, to governments to 
build schools and roads. 
Inducements run 
all the way 
from appeals for greater thrift to 
the raising of interest payments 
to those who save. 
Telling 
Americans 
what 
they 
ought 
to do with 
their 
money 
doesn't necessarily w ork-in the 
past they've usually changed their 
.spending or sating habits of their 
own free will and in their own 
good time. 
But VV. Randolph Burgess, under 
secretary of the Treasury, is try­ 
ing. He says “ I think in the long 
run this country would make fast­ 
er progress if we sated a little 
more and spent a little less.” 
His point: We must save first to 
build 
up 
productive 
capacity; 
otherwise, we ll try to expand too 
fast and just hid up prices on 
the material and labor we have, 
and thus pull the dollar’s buying 
power another notch or two lower. 
The other inducement, the ris­ 
ing interest rates paid to savers, 
may work 
more effectively. 
It 
costs more now to borrow. It pays 
n little more now to save. 
Bankers say. however, that this 
trend hasn’t changed things much 
yet. The demand for loans seems 
as high as ever. And the volume 
of savings so far this year Is be­ 
low that of the same period a year 
ago. 
People are still saving. And the 
total volume of saving continues 
to rise. But the percentage of per­ 
sonal incomes after taxes that are 
getting into the various forms of 
saving is smaller now than a year 
ago. 
Last year, in spite of the big 
wave of spending and borrowing, 
Americans added 17 billion dollars 
to the total of their savings, and 
this is figured to have climbed to 
£*8 billion dollar*. But that 17 bil­ 
lion represented just 6 5 per cent 
of their income, while in former 
years they werp saving 8 per cent, 
and at a time when they had less 
money to spend or to save. 
And this year the rate of saving 
Is slipping below that of last year. 
The principal institutions for sav­ 
ings in this country are increas­ 
ing their totals, but the gain is 
noticeably smaller. 
One reason may bt* that since 
people piled up such a large debt 
last year, they are mainly occu­ 
pied right now* in making the regu­ 
lar payments needed to reduce it. i 
The slower rate of savings is one ! 
reason — and probably just as ef­ 
fective a one as any taken by the 
money managers — that money is 
tight now and interest rales rising.

WASHINGTON OTR-Nations have 
an evolutionary biology of their 
own: They adapt themselves to 
new conditions or they perish like 
the dinosaur or the sabre-toothed 
tiger which became obsolete in 
their own lifetimes 
Russia and th*' West are in an 
evolutionary process. For several 
year* 
the Russians have 
been 
showing 
more 
adaptability 
to 
changing conditions than the West. 
The Wests is struggling to find new 
plans to meet the Russian changes. 
Thp struggle was illustrated last 
week by the meeting of the 15 
foreign ministers of the nations 
which make up the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
NATO. strictly a 
military 
al­ 
liance. was created in the late 
1940> by the Western powers as a 
defence against Russian attack. 
This turned out to he a successful 
adaptation to the new conditions 
imposed by Joseph Stalin 
By his growls, armaments and 
reliance on force he had made 
Russia a public menace which 
could be seen by the most back* 
ward. 
NATO forced Stalin to stay be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain. This was a 
new en\ imrunent imposed by the 
West. Stalin didn't know how to 
adapt to it. His heirs had more 
imagination. 
Where Stalin failed to destroy 
NATO by threats, his heirs tried 
to do it by talk of peace to make 
war sound unnecessary and there­ 
by induce them to abandon the 
idea NATO was needed. 
Where Stalin alienated his neigh­ 
bors. 
his heirs promised 
them 
help, visited them, sent them en­ 
gineers. Cracks began to appear 
in NATO. One of its members, 
Iceland, asked the United States 
to get its forces, part of NATO's 
defense, out of Iceland. 
Under Stalin * threats, the NATO 
partners on the continent had sub­ 
merged their differences, but now 
differences began to appear, For 
Britain over the island of Cyprus. 
France has withdrawn three of 
her divisions from NATO to sub­ 
due rebels in North Africa’s Al­ 
geria. West Germany has been 
dawdling about creating the army 
which would be part of NATO’s 
defense. 
NATO 
partners 
began 
asking 
questions 
a m o n g 
themselves: 
Were they in danger of losing to 
Russia in the long run if they 
thought only rn terms of standing 
behind NATO’s military wall? 
Or should they think in wider 
terms—for instance, in economic
